I  have  the  honour  to  present  rny  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  31st*  December,  1939  in 
accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/60  dated 
8th  January,  i960* 


Once  more  the  health  of  the  population 
of  the  Borough  has  been  satisfactory*  Little  or  no 
infectious  disease  occurred  during  the  year,  the  more 
serious  infections  being  conspicuous  by  their  absence. 

The  death  rate  per  1000  of  the  population 
was  practically  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year  and  the 
birth  rate  showed  some  increase.  The  principle  causes  of 
death  were,  as  usual,  Cancer,  Coronary  Disease  and  Heart 
Disease. 


Following  consultation  with  the  Chest 
Physician  and  local  investigation,  the  register  of  notified 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  has  been  brought  up  to  date,  with  the 
result  that  the  number  on  the  register  has  been  reduced  from 
thirty  five  at  the  end  of  1938  to  twenty  four  at  the  end  of 
1939*  This  reduction  is  due  to  cases  been  written  off  as 
recovered,  left  the  district,  or  deceased.  Over  the  last 
five  years,  the  notifications  of  fresh  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
have  varied  between  two  to  four  per  annum. 

During  December,  1959?  the  Mass  Radiography 
Unit  visited  the  Borough  and  a  Local  Factory,  when  3^4  and 
488  adults  respectively  were  examined.  No  active  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  but  four  inactive  cases  were  found. 

The  end  of  Tuberculosis  in  this  country 
can  now  be  reasonably  anticipated,  but  this  is  unlikely  for 
some  years  to  come. 


On  the  31st  December,  1959  ‘the  Council1  s 
Consulting  Engineers  forwarded  the  necessary  documents  relating 
to  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  for  submission  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  &  Local  Government.  The  condition  of  the  river  still 
occasions  complaint  from  time  to  time* 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  effect  the 
compulsory  removal  of  any  person  to  hospital  as  provided  for 
in  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  Sect*  47.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Meat 


There  is  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough,  in 
which  killing  takes  place  on  six  days  weekly,  including 
Sundays,  Approximately  ninety-five  percent  of  the 
meat  killoc’and  dressed  is  sent  out  of  the  Borough.  The 
killing  of  pigs  continues  at  the  Bacon  Factory,  but  on 
a  somewhat  reduced  scale. 

One  hundred  percent  inspection  of  all  animals 
killed,  including  pigs  at  the  Eacon  Factory,  has  been 
maintained  throughout  the  year.  During  my  absence 
inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  local  Veterinary 
Surgeon. 

The  table  overleaf  gives  details  of  animals  killed 
and  inspected,  together  with  the  numbers  of  animals 
affected  by  disease,  and  includes  pigs  killed  at  the 
Bacon  Factory.

preparation  and  sale  of  chitterlings. 

There  arc  22  premises  from  which  ice  cream  is  sold, 
all  registered  under  Section  1 6  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 
All  these  premises  sell  a  pre~wrapped  product,  stored 
at  a  regular  temperature  by  refrigeration.  There  were 
four  new  registrations  during  the  year,  and  there  are  no 
premises  in  the  Borough  at  which  ice  cream  is  made. 

Milk 


There  is  one  milk  producer  and  two  milk  retailers 
in  the  Borough.  The  business  of  one  retailer  who  sold 
milk  in  the  Borough  from  a  dairy  in  the  adjoining  Rural 
District  was  acquired  by  one  of  the  local  dairymen. 

Both  dairies  are  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations  for  the  sale  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  and 
one  dairy  is  registered  for  the  sale  of  Pasteurised  milk. 
There  are  no  pasteurisation  plants  in  the  Borough. 


Bakehouse So 

There  are  no  bakehouses  in  the  Borough,  and  all 
the  bread  distributed  is  baked  elsewhere.

During  the  year  the  undermentioned  foodstuffs  were 
found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  surrender  note 
were  issued  accordingly*  Diseased  meat  and  offal  from  the

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly  and  tipped  at  a 
site  approximately  one  mile  from  the  centre  of  the  town. 
Periodic  treatment  for  rats  and  other  pests  is  carried  out. 
Salvaged  paper  and  cardboard  are  collected  with  the 
refuse,  and  a  special  collection  is  made  twice  monthly 
from  business  premises.  Where  premises  are  found  to  be 
without  adequate  dustbins  notice  is  given  to  householders 
to  provide  them.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


The  whole  of  the  Borough  is  served  by  an  obsolete 
system  of  sewers,  which  discharge,  through  small  catchpit 
into  the  river.  There  are  no  works  for  the  treatment  and 
disposal  of  the  sewage,  and  pbllution  of  the  River  Avon 
occurs. 

During  the  year  the  Ministry  advised  the  Council 
that  consideration  would  be  given  to  naming  a  starting 
date  for  the  new  sewerage  scheme.  Since  the  scheme  was 
first  prepared  there  has  been  considerable  development, 
both  in  the  Borough  and  in  the  adjoining  areas  of  the 
Malmesbury  Rural  District,  which  the  scheme  will  also 
serve,  so  the  Council 1 s  Consulting  Engineers  have  been 
asked  to  revise  the  scheme  to  cater  for  the  increased 
development . 
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WATER  SUPPLIES 


Present  Sources:  The  present  source  of  water  supply  is  a 
borehole  153  feet  deep  situated  in  the  Council  Depot  in 
Park  Road.  An  emergency  supply  is  available  from  a  shallow 
well  fed  by  three  springs  in  Holloway. 

Yield :  The  average  quantity  of  water  pumped  during  the  year 
was  174 >000  gallons  per  day. 

Treatment :  The  water  is  chlorinated  at  source.  No  other  treatment 
is  carried  out. 

Bulk  Supplies:  A  supply  in  bulk  of  an  average  of  13,000 
gallons  per  day  is  given  to  the  Malmesbury  Rural  District 
Council. 

Private  Supplies:  A  private  supply  exists  at  the  Premises 
of  Messrs.  Linolite  Ltd,  who  manufacture  strip  lighting 
fittings. 

Adequacy  of  Sources:  The  present  source  is  adequate  to  meet 
present  and  future  demands  in  the  Borough.  There  was  no 
shortage,  and  no  difficulty  was  experienced  in  meeting 
demands  during  the  dry  summer. 

New  Works  under  Construction:  There  are  no  new  works  under 
construction ,  and  no  works  x^ere  completed  during  the  year. 

Distributor :  The  distribution  system  in  the  Borough  has 
been  extnded  from  time  to  time  to  meet  the  needs  of  new 
housing  sites,  and  the  distribution  Is  generally  adequate 


throughout  the  Borough.
